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President's  Message  by  Dave  Baiiey 

1  have  been  looking  forward  to  writing  this  message  for  a 
long  time.  This  year  of  2011  will  be  an  exciting  year  of 
innovation  and  changes  for  the  G.S.N.A.  The  emphasis  this 
year  will  be  on  education  and  support  for  its  member  clubs. 

Education  on  a  club  level  is  typically  provided  by  speakers, 
recruited  both  from  within  the  members  of  the  club  or  from 
the  G.S.N.A.’s  Speaker  Bureau,  and  by  “show  and  tells”. 

In  order  to  meet  our  educational  mission,  the  G.S.N.A.  is 
making  a  special  offer  to  member  clubs.  In  2011,  for  clubs 
that  have  been  members  for  the  past  two  years,  we  are 
willing  to  provide  matching  funds,  up  to  $400.00  to  cover 
the  half  of  the  cost  of  electronic  audio,  visual  and  computer 
equipment,  such  as  laptops,  projectors,  video  cameras  and 
tripods. 

For  example,  if  a  club  wishes  to  participate  and  spends 
$250.00  for  a  video  camera.  $500.00  for  a  projector,  and 
$50.00  for  a  tripod,  at  a  total  cost  of  $800.00,  the  G.S.N.A. 
will  reimburse  the  club  $400.00.  If  a  club  only  wishes  to 
spend  $200.00  for  a  video  camera,  they  will  be  reimbursed 
$100.00. 

As  our  member  clubs  obtain  and  use  electronic  equipment, 
show  and  tells  can  become  more  exciting.  A  video  camera 
can  zoom  into  a  coin  with  tremendous  detail,  enabling  all 
members  to  really  see  the  coin  at  the  same  time.  It  also 
provides  greater  security,  since  everyone  can  participate 
without  passing  coins  around  the  room.  Individual  club 
members  can  give  an  impromptu  talk  by  just  bringing  in  a 
coin  or  coins  and  making  a  few  notes.  No  extensive 
preparation  needed.  Also,  a  club  can  easily  provide  a  stage 
for  a  guest  speaker.  If  you  meet  a  collector  of  Civil  War 
Tokens,  for  example,  it  is  easy  to  offer  him  or  her  a  chance 
to  share  their  knowledge  with  your  club  without  any  extra 
preparation  on  the  collector's  part. 

Needless  to  say,  I  am  excited  about  this  offer.  I  encourage 
club  to  take  advantage  of  this  opportunity.  If  any  club 
executives  need  advice  on  what  equipment  they  need,  feel 
free  to  contact  me.  and  I  will  ensure  that  you  receive 
assistance.  Of  course,  proof  of  purchase  is  required,  and  a 
reimbursement  request  form  is  enclosed  in  this  newsletter. 


Speaking  about  the  newsletter  -  you  will  notice  that  this  is 
dramatically  different  from  our  usual  G.S.N.A.  journal.  Fran 
will  discuss  the  new  format  in  her  message,  but  1  think  that  it 
is  a  good  change,  and  welcome  your  feedback. 

One  more  word  about  guest  speakers  -  I  would  like  to 
remind  member  clubs  of  the  G.S.N.A.’s  offer  to  provide  a 
$25.00  travel  stipend  for  any  guest  speaker.  The  only 
condition  is  that  the  speaker  must  be  a  member  of  the 
G.S.N.A.  and  not  a  member  of  the  host  club.  In  addition, 
may  I  ask  for  each  and  every  one  of  you  to  consider  sharing 
your  numismatic  knowledge  with  both  your  own  club  as 
well  as  our  other  member  clubs?  You  might  find  it  very 
rewarding. 

Numismatically,  this  year  should  also  be  exciting  as  we 
watch  gold  and  silver  jump  to  new  heights.  With  silver  at 
over  $30.00  and  climbing,  you  might  “find”  some  extra 
money  in  your  safety  deposit  boxes  that  you  can  spend  at  our 
annual  convention  May  1 2- 1 4,h. 

I  am  looking  forward  to  seeing  all  of  you  at  the  show,  as 
well  as  at  your  local  club  meetings.

"The  GSNA  Awards  program  is  soliciting  nominations  for 
GSNA  Club  of  the  Year,  GSNA  Numismatist  of  the  Year, 
YN  of  the  Year  and  the  new  'Larry  Gentile"  award.  We 
began  our  awards  program  in  1997  with  Dave  Wilson  as  the 
selectee  for  the  Numismatist  of  the  Year.  The  awards  are  a 
highlight  of  our  club's  membership  meeting  at  the  annual 
convention  in  May. 

Previous  individual  winners  have  been  Kari  Brower  (1998), 
Steve  Middleton  (1999),  Arno  Safran  (2000),  Frank  Dolan 
(2001),  Larry  Gentile  (2002),  Bob  Beels  (2003),  Ron 
Thompson  (2004),  A1  Zaika  (2005),  Dave  Bailey  (2006), 
Chris  Butchko  (2007),  Erik  Knapp  (2008),  Pete  Wacker 
(2010),  and  Dennis  Berube  (2009).  Criteria  is  being  a 
current  member  of  the  GSNA  and  recommended  by  the 
individual's  club  president  with  sufficient  justification  for 
the  award.  Only  one  nomination  per  club  will  be  accepted 
and  previous  selectees  are  not  eligible. 

The  Club  nomination  may  be  submitted  by  the  club 
president  with  justification  with  the  restriction  that  a  club 
may  not  be  selected  twice  in  succession.  The  club  that  won 
in  2010  was  Atlantic  County,  consequently,  they  are  not 
eligible  this  coming  year.  The  club  must  also  be  a  GSNA 
Club  member. 

Nominations  for  the  YN  of  the  Year  may  be  submitted  by 
any  GSNA  member  club  or  GSNA  member  aware  of 
significant  justification  for  the  nomination  of  a  YN. 
Previous  YN  winners  have  been  Jay  Feldman  and  Jenalyn 
Clegg  (2003),  Max  Spiegel  (2004),  Jessica  Knueppel  (2005), 
Grant  Mallalieu  (2006),  Brian  Jen  (2007),  Zachary  Beier 
(2008)<  Simon  Beier  (2010)  and  Will  Robins,  Chris  Donato 
and  Mike  Mastellone  (2009).  GSNA  clubs  may  nominate 
only  one  YN  and  previous  selectees  are  not  eligible. 

A  newly  created  award,  the  "Larry  Gentile  Award"  w'as 
approved  last  year  by  the  GSNA  Board.  The  initial  selectees 
for  this  award  were  Will  Robins  and  Chris  Donato  (2009). 
This  award  is  for  GSNA  members  who  have  excelled  in 
working  with  youngsters  thereby  creating  educational 
opportunities  in  numismatics  for  those  under  18  years  of 
age.  GSNA  clubs  may  nominate  only  one  GSNA  member 
for  the  award  and  previous  selectees  are  not  eligible.  Note: 
This  award  is  not  presented  every  year.  It  is  designed  to  be 
awarded  only  to  exceptional  individuals.  (It  was  not 
awarded  in  2010.) 

Recommendations  must  include  justification  for  the 
awards  that  encompass  the  period  January  1,  2010 
through  December  31,  2010.  All  recommendations  are 
to  be  submitted  no  later  than  April  15,  201 1  to  Jim
